DEATH OF CAPTAIN WALKER. 

The death ovourred on Nov, 29th at his

tima one of the popular comma:ders in the QO. 
& O, ling, Captain Walker, who was fifty-nina 

ears of ago, was bora in tho north of England, 
bat afterwards became an Amorican citizen. 
Formorly in the sorvice of the White Star lina 
runniag on the Atlantic, Captain Walker somo 
years bgo was transferred to the O. & O. line, 
now atnulgaumated with the P. M. Co,, and fora 
number of years was in command -of vessels 
tuoniag from Sau Francisco to Japan and 
China, being axtremely popular with the 
passengers and the shipping communi'y. 
Captain Walker was in command of tha 0. & 
0. Bolgic” whon that vessel was wreoled at 
the mouth of Yokohama henbour a few years 
ago. Later Captain Walker was sppointod 
naval superintendent to the P.M, O. &. O., and 
T.K.K. lines, and continued to hold the post 
until two years ago, when declining health 
compelled him to relinquish, businoss, During 
that time ho has been practically an invalid, 
suffering from complications of heart trouble 
and dropay. 


THE SEOUL TELEPHONE SERVICE. 

In purmaonce of usago in vogue sinco tho 
establishment of the Japanese Legation, the 
suthorities of the Residoncy-General in Korea 
have established telephone service in Seoul and 
to some extent the telephones are available to 
the public. We learn from Japanese contem-

service being conducted under the control of
